Wasninetox, May 30.—In the 
House quite.a scene occurred this 
morning. During the discussion grow- 
ing out of the ruling of the Speaker 
yesterday on tle question in the con- 
tested case, Springer was declared out 
of order. Indignant calls to order 
came from the Republicans. Springer 
continued, amid great excitement and 
confusion, but the Speaker said that 
the Sergeant-at-Arms would force him 
todesist. The Democrats gathered 
abcut to encourage him, and many 
Republicans angrily protested inst 
Springer’s course. Springer defiantly 
declared that he would not be taken 
from the floor,and Humphreys said 
that he would remove him himself. 
The Speaker said he could very well 
afford to allow Springer to make im- 
proper remarks about him, vut not to 
destroy the iy a of the House by 
his conduct. Knott sup Spring- 
er, although he respected the Speaker 
mg lyas anyone. The Speaker was 

nfallible. The Speaker main- 
tained that the Clerk acted properly, 
and after further talk, a motion to 
correct the journal was rejected by 
134 to 89. The Democrats tried to 
filliouster, but a quorum appeared, 
and Miller began his ogrom on the 
contested election caseof Mackey vs. 
O'Connor. The Democrats will sub- 
mit a resolution, that the Speaker's 
ruling, refusing to entertain Springer’s 
appeal yesterday, was arbitrary. 

ELECTION CASE SETTLED BY DEATH. 

In the election case of Smith against 
Shelley, in the Fourth District of Ala- 
bama, the contestant having died, the 
majority report of the Committee on 
Elections will recommend that the seat 
now occupied by Shelly be declared 
vacant. 

PENNSYLVANIA REPUBLICAN CONVEN- 
TION. 

The Republican State Convention 
has Leen called to reconvene at Harris- 
burg on June 21st, to nomivate a Con- 
gressman at large for Pennsylvania. 

GEN: HANCOCK FOR GOVERNOR. 

It is reported that Gen. Hancock is 
to be nominated for Governor of Penn- 
sylvania by the Democrats. General 
Hancock was the guest of Jere. Black 
at York, Pa., last Saturday and Sun- 
day. A prominent Republican from 
Harrisburg, now in this city, says that 
there was a conference at Black's house 
of many Democratic leaders in the 
State, and it is believed that the object 
of the conference was to nominate 
Hancock for Governor. This gentle- 
man says that Hancock’s military rec- 
ord would discount that of Beaver, 
and that the fight between the Repub- 
lican factions would make bis clection 
pretty sure. Once elected Governor 

or Pennsylvania, it is believed he will 


be in a straight line for renomination | 


for President. 
THE STRUGGLE IN THE House. 

In the House, after a long discus- 
sion in the case of the contested glec- 
tion, the Speaker made a decision sus- 
taining the point of order that dila- 
tory motions cannot be made to prevent 
achange of rules. Randall appealed 
from the decision of the Chair, and 
Reed moved to lay the appeal ou the 
table: Yeas, 150; nays, none. After 
the announcement ‘of the vote, Cox, of 
New York, presented a protest signed 
by over one hundred Democratic mem- 
bers against the ruling of the Speaker. 
The protest was not received to go up- 
on the journal, but was read as_ part of 
Cox's remarks so as to be printed in 
the Congressional Record. The report 
of the Committee on Rules was soon 
after adopted: Yeas, 150; nays, 2. At 
6:45 the House determined to proceed 
to the consideration of the contested 
election ease. Miller took the floor to 
Open the debate, and then the House 

journed until to-morrow. 


COAST DISPATCHES.

processions and decoration of graves.

Decoration Day was observed in the 
usual manner. Minute guns were 
fired during the morning. At 9:30 
the Garfield, Lincoln and Geo. H. 


Thomas Posts of the Grand Army as- 
sembled, and uuder the escort of the 
National Guard, took up their line of 
march for the cemetery. Besides the 
military and floral cars with memorial 
designs, a feature ot the procession 
were the Mexican Veterans who par 
ticipated in the parade. At Van 
Ness avenue the National Guard left 
the column and were reviewed on the 
avenue by Governor Perkins, General 
Barnes and their staff. The remainder 
of the colu:nn to the ceme- 
ter appropriate exer- 
cises, the graves were decorated, a bat- 
tery. of artillery firing minute guns.

They say the 
change was agreed to by all the lines 
concerned—the Central Pacific, the 
Southern Pacific, the Union Pacific, the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe, the 
St. Louis and Iron Muuntain and the 
Southern and Missouri Pacitic. The 
change was made for the purpose of 
protecting the dealers on the Pacific 
Coast who have yearly contracts to 
ship exclusively by rail as against 
water routes. It is not an advance but 
a discrimination against dealers who 
ship partly by water.

THe PettrponeE Name. By Mar- 
garet ‘Sidney. The V I F Series. 
Boston: D. Lothrop & Co. Price, 
$1.25.—If the publishers had offered 
a prize for the brightest, freshest and 
most brilliant bit of home fiction 
wherewith to start off this new series, 
they could not have more perfectly 


succeeded than they have in securing 
this, ‘The Pettibone Name,” a story 


that vught to create an immediate and A 


wide sensation, and give the author a 
still higher place than she now occu- 
pies in popular esteem. The heroine 
of the story is not a young, romantic 
girl, but a noble, warm-hearted 
woman, who sacrifices wealth, ease and 
comfort for the sake of others who are 
dear to her. There has been no recent 
figure in American fiction more clearly 
or skilfully drawn than Judith Petti 
bone, and the impression made upon 
the reader will not be easily effaced. 
Most of the characters of the book are 
such as may be met with in any New 
England villa Deacon *Badger, 
whose upright life and pleasant ways 
make him a universal favorite; little 
Doctor Pilcher, with his hot temper 
and quick tongue; Samantha Scarritt, 
the village dressmaker, whose shar 

speech and love of gossip are tempere 

by a kind heart and quick sympathy, 
and the irrepressible Bobby Jane, all 
are from life, and all alike bear testi- 
mony to the author’s keenness of ob- 
servation and skill of delineation. 
Taken altogether, it 1s a delightful 
story of New England life and man- 
ners; sparkling in style, bright in in- 
cident, and intense in interest. It 
deserves to be weeny read, as it 
will be.

THE PEOPLE'S MONEY. 


A few days since we had the pleas- 
ure to speak of one effort made by our 
Board of Supervisors to lighten the 
burdens of a tax-ridden people, in the 
circular issued to Justices, discourag- 
ing prosecutions under the Sunday 
law, so-called. To-day we feel con- 
strained to mention another act of that 
body which is so far from being, in 
appearance, economical, that we would 
suggest it would be well for some one 
to “rise and explain” why, as per the 
rumor we hear, the public money is 
being thrown away and wasted. We 
feel inclined to do this in the interest 
of the people, many of whom find it 
hard to pay the annual assessments 
made upon them to defray the current 
expenses of the county, and in the ia- 
terest of some more who cannot pay at 
all, and yearly see their propéty rold 
under the hammer, The cause of 
this people it is our pleasure to cham- 
pion, and itis a duty we perform 
cheerfully in calling our public guar- 
dians to account for thus disregarding 
the interests of their constituents. 

At the May meeting of the Super- 
visors, Dr. W..W. Ross, by letter, made 
& proposition to the Board to act as 
Superintendent of the County Hospital, 
and attend to the duties of County 
Physician, with some other cares, for 
the sum of one thousand dollars per 
annum. The reception this proposi. 
tion met with we will tellin the lan- 
guage of the Supervisors’ record book : 
“On motion of Supervisor Hannon, the 
application was denied and present in- 
cumbent retained for one year, or for 
such time as the pleasure of the Board 
may, seem fit.” This it says, and 
nothing more. The price at which the 
Doctor proposed to serve the county it 
was not deemed worth the while to make 
a record of, and the uncharitable and 
faultfinding may say, now that it is 
discovered that the fact of the rate at 
which the Doctor proposed to serve 
his fellow-citizens is virtually sup- 
pressed, that there is a jobin it—that 
mouey is being thrown away upon 
some party favorite, while the 
people are suffering. We are 
informed that the present County Phy- 
sician and Superintendent of the Hos- 
pital draws the sum of twenty-two 
hundred dollars per annum from the 


- “county treasury for his services—-a sum 


twelve hundred dollars in excess of 
that at which Dr. Ross offered to do 
the same work. Now what to us seems 
strange, and what the people will de- 
mand to know and have a right to 
know is, why is the rule of fair play in 
this case violated, and why is the 
money, toiled for so hard by a poor 
people, wasted? In all things elsethe 
trade goes to the lowest bidder, quality 
and conditions being equal. Why was 
the rule departed from in selecting the 
physician? It cannot be on account 
of the superior qualifications of the 
present incumbent, we should suppose. 
Dr. Ross is a regular graduate of long 
practice, and stands well among his 
co-laborers, patients and the public. 
It is no disparagement to Dr. Hannon, 
who is a worthy gentleman, an able 
practitioner, and of whose good quali- 
ties and ability we have an exalted 


opinion, to say he is not the superior | P 


of the other applicant for the office he 
holds, and therefore the lack of fitness 
cannot be a valid excuse for so sum- 
marily and almost rudely thrusting 
aside a proposition fraught with so 
much benefit to the people. With our 
present light we can draw no other 
conclusion than that the present in- 
cumbent was re-elected to the position 
of County Physician on partizan 
grounds exclusively, and for the pleas- 
ure of seeing the poor and infirm pilled 
and bled by a Democratic doctor, the 
tax-payers of this county,—a majority 
of whom are Republicans,—must pay 
twelve hundred dollars per annum. We 
shall be glad to be apprised of any 
facts that may change our opinion, for 
we would not do the Supervisors a 
wreng, and shall most cheerfully re-

WORE ABOUT CITY WATER. 


“Regader” scems to have the Under 
Heldin the Argument. 
Eprron Times>—The agent of the 


Feliz ranch, evidently seeing the hope- 


as laid down by our now defanct Dis- 
trict Court, gives away his case and con- 
cedes that the water was not apportioned 
to the Baldwins according to their irri- 
gable area—(one would say not! If 
every four hundred aeres along the whole 
course of the Los Angeles river were to 
be awarded eight cubic feet of water 
per second, the Colorado would hardly 
furnish water enough) but the ranch 
had formerly needed and used that 
much. 

Now I have no idea that the gontle- 
man would intentionally misrepresent 
the facts of the case. But he is merely 
off—he is mistaken—he lies under a 
mistake. There are plenty of people 
here who know that the Feliz ranch 
owners never irrigated two hundred 
acres of land; in fact in their first suit 
they only claimed that they irrigated 
150 acres. Thisclaim of more than 
that is an afterthought. Indeed this 
whole pretense of claiming the right to 
use the water of the river or any part of 
it independent of the city is a new- 
fangled notion that was never thought 
of till very lately. And as to the 
amount—eight cubic feet per second— 
it is so preposterous that the only char- 
itable view we can take of it is that it 
was a mistake—an egregious mistake 
to be sure, but still a mistake, 
from whatever we look 
at it. From e stand point 
of the reasoning of the Court, it was a 
palpable and obvious mistake, as I 
showed the other day. If we study it 
from another and practical standpoint it 
is equally so. . 

Experience has demonstrated that one 
head of water will irrigate ten acres of 
land in twenty-four hours. According 
to their own first very liberal estimate 
of 150 acres, they were only entitled to 
fifteen heads, equal to one whole head 
fifteen days, or half a head thirty days 
in each month, instead of sixty full 
heads of twenty-four hours each per 
month! Why, if coupled with this as- 
tounding award the Court had ordained, 
in order to guarantee to the ranch the 
full amount of eight feet perpetually, 
that it should d a dam at the lower 
end of its irrigable land, the owners 
would have howled louder than any of 
us who live below the dam, at having 
their land judicially dammed in this 
way and turned into a cienega, and their 
protests would have come thick and fast 
that they would not stand it to have 
such an amount of water forced upon 
them by a dam site. The owners 
would have had a chance then, in the 
words of their agent, to ‘‘have received 
the full force of the decision in favor of 
the Baldwins *’ with a vengeance. 

As to my name, it is of no conse- 
quence: the facts and the logic are the 
only things that signify in this as in 
most discussions.

Patent Fiocur. 


Almost everybody knows of patent 
flour, but not every one understands 
what it is. Stripped of technicalities, 
this is about the story of its manufac- 
ture: The best flour used to be made 
of winter wheat. Spring wheat yielded 
either much less in quantity, or else so 
much of the bran got into the flour in 
its manufacture that its color was in- 
tolerably dark. The wheat would be 
ground out and bolted. In the refuse 
—the bran and middlings—would be 
included a large portion of the weight 
of the spring wheat, and this would 
sell more particularly for feed for 
horses. Now the best of flour, and 
the most ex ive, 1s made of this 
very refuse of the old-fashioned pro- 
cess. It all came of the discovery of a 
way to draw out the bran. Under the 
new process the wheat is 
about as before. The first result is an 
ordinary flour sold for exportation. 
Then the remainder is taken and put 
upon horizontal sieves, and while agi- 
tation is going on there an ingénious 
system of draft is rushing up through, 
and carries off the bran. What is left 
is the glutinous portion of the wheat, 
the most nutritious and most produc- 
tive, and out of this, purified now by 
the drawing off of the bran, we our 
new process flour.
